CROOK CAUSES 
EXPLOSION, BUT 
AVERTS CRIME

Heavily Armed Man Aocidentally 
Dropped Bottle of Nitro-Glycerine 
While on Way to Meet “Pals” for 
a Safe-Blowing Robbery. 


REPORT HEARD FOR A MILE; 
CROWDS DESERTED THEATERS 


Early Hour and Conspicuous Place 
Indicate That Robbery Was Not In- 


tended There, but Police Believe 
“Job” Would Have Been Pulled Off 


Immediately upon their return from the 
funerals of Special Officers Shea and Dwy- 
er this afternoon, Chief of Police Kiely and 
Chief of Detectives Desmond resumed their 
personal investigation of the terrific ex- 
plesion, which at 9:30 o’clock Sunday night 
wrecked the real estate office at 612 Chest- 
nut street, and was heard within a radius 
of a mile in the business district. 

The attention of the Police Department 
will be directed toward a man, givinng the 
common criminal name of. “John Doe,” 
who was arrested immediately after the ex- 
piosion, heavily armed and wounded slight- 
ly by the havy, concussion of the explosion. 

It ia the belief at police headquarters that 
this man is closely connected with the Mor- 
Fis-Rose gang of desperadoes who killed 
three city detectives in the battle at 1324 
Pinc street last Friday afternoon, in which 
“Al” Rose was killed and William Morris 
fatally shot.

' About 9:20 o’clock Sunday night several 
men saw a man stagger along the sidewalk 
on the south side of Chestnut street west 
of Sixth street. They watcher him idly for 


But a 
moment later an explosion occurred and 
the crach of giaas, and they saw a man 
hurled to the sidewalk. who immediately 
Sot t> wd ran into the alley. 

The -rash terrified every one in the vi- 
cinity, and brought crowds out of saloons, 
hotels and theaters. 


Prisoner's Clothes 
Torn by Explosive. 


Patro'man Quinn, who was standing at 
the corner of Seventh and Chestnut streets, 
saw the man rup limpingly into the alley, 
hig trousers torn to shreds. Quinn fol- 
lowed, and after a short chase caught the 
man, who was too lame to run fast. 

“It's lucky for you that I didn’t see you 
coming, or it would have been all up with 
you,” said the man as thé policeman seized 
him by the arms. Arou:d his waist was 
a &-caliber revolver dhd two belts flled 
with cartridges. At the scene of the ex- 
plosion another revolver of 35<aliber was 
found, which had evidently been jolted 
from his pocket. 

The revolver in the man’s holster was 
of the same caliber and pattern as those 
found in the room of the Morris gang in 
Pine street. This, however, does not. neces- 
sarily argue that he was one of the gang, 
as thousands of the same make are in use. 

Edward M. Cowen, who proved to be a 
Pinkerton detective, and who was in the 
alley at the time of the man’s arrest, was 
also arrested. He was held at the Four 
Courts two hours until he was vouched 
for by Superifitendent Minster of the Pink- 
ertons. He said he had run into the alley 
to assist the officer if necessary. 

Edward Boisso, who was near when the 
explosion occurred, was also arrested. 

At the Four Courts the man stepped up 
to the desk sergeant and jauntfiy gave his 
mame as John Doe, his occupation as that 

a shoemaker, and his home ‘“nowhere."’ 
le refused to anewer other questions. 
The offices in front of which the ex- 
plosion occurred, the window of which was 
completely wrecked; are occupied by 
Samuel Bowerman & Co. and A. H. Freder- 
ick, and contained nothing of great value. 
Titere is no safe in the office. The hour, 
the place and the intoxicated condition of 
the man arrested precludes the idea, the 
Police think, that he had any intention 
of committing roWbery there. The only 
hypothesis the police advance ts that a 
desperate crook made a blunder.

Perhaps he 
was on his way to the scene of the robbery 
or a meeting with fellow conspirators. To 
himself eee up to the situation, he 
been drinink, and was provided with a 
of whisky, which he had been using 
ly. As he was passing the alley, on the 
corner of which the real estate office 
stands, he reached into his pocket for the 
whisky flask, as he thought, put it to his 
lions. and instead of the alcohol tasted the 
acid, bitter nitro-glycerine. 

Astonishment, fear or disgust assailed 
him and cost him, for the instant, his 
self-control. The bottle slipped betwen his 
fingers or was tossed from him and fell to 
the sidewalk. 

A terrific exploson rent the air and tossed 
him into the street. The sudden expansion 
of the air and the resultant concussion 
burst the plate glass window, 10x12 feet in 
dimension, and the glass door, 4x7 feet, 
into fragments, so that not even the small- 
est piece remained in the wooden sash. It 
was left as clean of giass as if it had been 
removed by a gtazier’s knife. 

The explosion of nitroglycerine is upward, 
that of dynamite is downward, hence there 
ig not a mark on the stone sidewalk to 
show on which exact spot the bottle fell. 
It requires a distinct shock to explode the 
stuff, such as a fall from several] feet onto 
stone, or the blow of a hammer. 

That the man with the nitroglycerine was 
not killed is not due to the proverbial 
luck of the drunken man, but it suports the 
soe that it was tossed a few feet from 


m 

That he waa drunk is attested by sev- 
eral men who saw him stagger along the 
sidewalk shortly before the explosion. 

In expleding, the area of concussion wag 
upward and fan-shaped, exerting its force 
in a broad area, expending ita#elf on one 
side in totally shattering the glass and on 
the other to hurling the mmn to the street, 
furning his leg and arm on one side and 
tearing his clothes into tatters. Had he 
been standing directly over it probably he 
weuld huve been torn to eces. 

The police have a theory that ‘John Doe’’ 
is a member of the Illinois Special train 
robbing gang—the “soup'-making member. 
Morris. the fatally wounded hospital pa- 
tlent, has told the police that he has never 
handled the explosive. but is what is known

OF GENERAL SHERMAN 


Sorrow.ng Crowds That Rival 


Thomas Dwyer 

There has not been a larger funeral! in 
St. Louis, with the ‘exception of that of 
Gen. Sherman, than was the double 
funeral Monday of Detective John J. Shea 
and Special Officer Thomas Dwyer. 

There were about 200 carriages in the 
procession which left §8t. Alphonsus 
(Rock) Church. at Grand and “Fin- 
ney avenues, and traversed the city 
streets to Calvary Cemetery. Al- 
though the greater number of vehicles 
were in double formation, it required 2 
minutes for the procession to pass a given 
point. 

Upwards of 500 members of the police 
department were In the procession or 
drawn up in open rank at the church. 

Patrolmen, mounted and on foot, headed 
the procession and the slow movement of 
the solemn cavalcade was to dirge music 
played by a brass band. 

Mayor Rolla Wells and chiefs of the 
police and detective departments honored 
the memory of the brave men by walking in 
front of the caskets as they were borne 
into and out of the church. 

It was 9:30 o’clock when the tolling of the 
Rock Church bells announced the approach 
of the funeral corteges under police escorts 
{rom the homes of Detective Shea and Spe- 
cial Officer Dwyer. They arrived at the 
same time and while the great crowd which 
filled Grand avenue was held back by lines 
of police, the caskets were taken from the 
hearses and borne into the church, that of 


Dwyer through the north entrance and 
that of Shea through the south en- 
trance. 


The caskets were permitted to repose a 
moment in the vestibule and then, with 
Rev. Father Joseph A. Firle and the altar 
boys in advance, they were taken down the 
center aisle to the altar. 


Caskets Brought 

Into the Church. 

Ahead of the black the Dwyer casket, 
which was taken down the aisle first, 
walked Chief of Police Mathew Kiely and 
Chief of Detectjves William Desmond, 
side by side, who, unable to restrain their 
grief, held handkerchiefs to their eyes. 
Back of the Dwyer casket came his 
relatives. Then came the white casket of 
Shea, followed by his relatives. 

Thirty seats on either side of the center 
aisle had been reserved for the mourners. 
Prior to the arrival of the corteges, the 
public had been admitted to the north and 
south rows of seats, and these were filled 
when the caskets were taken into the 
church. 

As soon as the mourners weer seated, the 
public was admitted to the ceneral part of 
the church and when the solemn high mass 
began the church was filled to its utmost 
capacity. 

Women largely predominated, but there 
were as many men standing on the outside 
who had not been able to get inside the 
church. 

Throughout the services there was a sol- 
emn hush in the great edifice. 

As the caskets were borne out of the 
church, Mayor Rolla Wells and Chief of 
Police Keily walked ahead of the casket 
of Dwyer and Chief Désmond ahead of 
that of Shea. 

As the caskets were carried through the 
north and south deors, every head in the 
crowded street was uncovered.

'ROSENAUVER’S FUNERAL HELD

No service was held, there were 
no mourners te follow the hearse to the 
cemetery. save a brother and a sister who 
ive in St. Louls. The body was removed 
from the morgue to the undertaking rooms 
f Frank H. Kloemker at 1709 South Broad- 
way and from there was taken to the cem- 
etery. 

Joseph Rosehauer identified the body in 
the morgue Saturday night. Two weeks 
ago was the last time Albert Rosenauer 
Was seen by any member of his family. 
His mother, Angelina Rosenauer, a widow, 
, tagg at 3146 Ohio avenue, left St. Louis 
for California and Albert told her goodby. 
at Union Station. 

In a letter to her son Josenh, Mrs. Rose- 
nauer said that Albert had told her he 
would do better and that she believed he 
yo She was notified Sunday of his 

ath. 

The first criminal] offense in which Albert 
Rosenauer figured, so far as known to the 
police, was committed July 4. 1898. At a 
ball given by the South Side Hunting and 
Fishing Club, of which he was a member, 
in a flatboat at the foot of Cherokee 
street, two men named Lewis and Armes 
were killed. 

Rosenauer was convicted of the murder 
on cireumstatial evidence. there being no 
direct witnesses to the kiling. 

He was sentenced to 10 years In the peni- 
tentiary and had served four years when 
pe mother succeeded in obtaining his par- 
on. 

After his release in 1902 he started on a 
career of crime which ended in his tragic 
death. He was 28 years old.

ORAN APOLOGY SAY ENGLISH AUTHORITIES

LONDON, Oct. 24.—Rear Admiral Sir Edmund Robert Fremantle, who has 
received many honors and the thanks of Parliament for distinguished services, 

declared in an interview: “I should be inclined to doubt that it was the Baltic 
fleet that attacked the fisaing boats. 

“If the report of what Lappened is true it is a most extraordinary occur- 
rence. The English government will take very strong measures. 

“The measure it takes ought to be a declaration of war. The first step 
would be to demand an explanation of tae whole affair. 

“But I do not suppose we should go to war directly. If we do go to war 
we are quite strong enough, with the caannel and home fleets and the cruiser 
squadron, to smash the Baltic fleet. 

“All of our squadrons ought to be able to reach the North Sea in 48 hours. 
Tne home fleet must be, at the present time, somewhere in the North Sea 
itself, for it was at Kirkwall six days ago. The cruiser squadron is at present 
in port and the channel fleet most likely is at Portland. : ‘ 

“There is very little doubt that in two days our fleets could be got to- 
gether. Then we should easily deal with the Russians. 

“We would be about double their power.” 

AN ACT OF WAR, SIR F. POLOCK DECLARES. 

Sir Frederick Pollock, a celebrated authority on international law, says: 
“{t is, of course, an act of war, assuming the facts to be as stated. 

“It must mean an ultimatum or an apology within 48 hours or so. Nat- 
urally no self-respecting nation could endure such a thing. 

“But it is all extraordinary. If Russia wanted to pick a quarrel with us 
she could have done so uch easier over the Tibetan treaty, for example. We 

shail probably find that some Russian commander simply lost his head. What 
wil! probably happen is that he will be promptly cashiered and a prompt apology 
offered to us.” .

sian sources had reached the authorities here as this dispatch is written in regard 
to the firing by the squadron upon British fishing boats early Saturday morning in 
the North Sea. The authorities are dum?ounded by the press reports of the affair 
and cannot credit the accounts as presented. For this reason, the censor today de- 
clined to allow the publication of the foreign accounts of the affair. 

Ambassador Hardinge, although momentarily éXpecting instructions from the 
British government on the subject, had not recelved anything at noon today. 

In the highest quarters, where the reports were circulated, the gravity of the 
affair waa fully realized and the incident was greatly deplored. That Russia wil! 
offer apologies and reparation and make honorable amends admits of no doubt, but 
with the inflamed state of public opinion in Great Britain and coming on the heels of 
the sinking by the Vladivostok squadron of the British steamer Knight Commander 
and the Red Sea incidents, it is recognized that the situation may become acute un- 
less the cool heads among the British statesmen proceed calmly. Unfortunately, in 
meeting such a situation the Russian governmental! machinery is so cumbersome as 
minke the prompt action which such a situation seems to demand almost impos- 
sible, 


Everything wil] depend on the character of the British demanda. Here, it is con- 
sidered, lies the principal danger of a possible rupture. If they go to the extent of 
demanding the punishment of Vice-Admiral Admiral Rojestvensky, or even the recall 
of the squadron, as some of the British newspapers intimate, it is likely to create 
a situation here which would make It hard if not impossible to humble Russian pride 
to such an extent. 


“Unfortunately,’’ said a high-placed admiral to the Associated Press, “we have 
not yet received the report of Admiral Rojestvensky, on which we can act. The re- 
ports are incredible to me. I know Rojestvensky as a careful, prudent man, and I 
cannot believe he would order his fleet to fire into a number of fishing smacks in 
such a coldblooded fashion as reported by the dispatches. There must be some ex- 
planation of which we are still in ignorance.” 

“Did you have any reason to believe that an attempt might be made to attack 
the squadron?” asked the correspondent. 


“Y¥es,”’ replied the official. “We had some information which imposed particular 
care on Rojestvensky."’ 

“Could it have been the act of a captain who perhaps was haunted by fear of 
~ re gs upon the squadron, lost his head and gave the order to fire without au- 
thority ?’’ 


“No, I don't think so. Only the admiral could assume such a responsibility, es- 
pecially as the dispatches represent the squadron as sailing in squadron formation. 
We all intensely deplore the incident, and if a mistake has been made, as appears to 
rahe case, Russia will make every ameend possible. You are safe in announcing

GERMANS SAV PRODIGTOUS BLUNDER 
SHOWS SQUADRON IS POORLY OFFICERED 


BERLIN, Oct. 24.—‘A prodigious blunder’ is the German official verdict upon the 
attack of the Russian second Pacific squadron on the British fishing fleet. It Is as- 
sumed that the Russian government will make reparation immediately after recelv- 
ing the official report, which will be telegraphed from some French port, probably to- 
day. 

The excitement in Great Britain is regarded here as being fully justifiable, but the 
Fritish cabinet, it is believed, will take the view that the deplorable affair was the 
fault of rash officers. 

German naval officers refer to the incident as evidence that the Russian squadron 
is badly officered. 

PARIS, Oct. 4.—The action of the Russian second Pacific squadron in firing on and 
sinking British fishing boats has aroused intense interest in commercial circles and 
among the public generally here. The officials say that Russia will undoubtedly 
make an immdiate explanation and apoley nd pay an ample indemnity.

Increase of Receipts Justifies the Be- 
lief, Says Taylor, That the Deficit 
of July and August Will Soon Be 
Wiped Out. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. %4—H. A. Taylor, 
acting secretary of the treasury, today is- 
sued the following statement: 

“The attention of the department has 
been called to the statement twice made by 
Judge Parker that there have been ad- 
ministration orders forbidding the publica- 
tion of information concerning governmen- 
tal expenditures. This is a mistake. 

‘Mr. Parker seems to have unfavorably 
acquired from untrustworthy sources con- 
siderable misinformation, especially about 
the management and condition of trade, 
and also about orders issued to govern de- 
partmental action generally. The only or- 
der issued concerning estimated expenses 
was that no subordinate should make any 
estimates public until the heads of the de- 
partments had gone over them with the 
President and they had been approved. 

“‘Pefore Mr. Parker had made his second 
statement in reference to an order to with- 
hold information, the postoffice, interior 
and agricultural departments and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia had made and published 
their estimates. The estimates from the 
other departments will be given out in the 
ordinary course.of business as soon as 
they are made and approved, just as they 
have been in previous years. The practice, 
of the departments in this respect has not 
been in any manner different from this

The explosion of a hydrogen retort in the

Gas for Mr. Knabenschue’s balloon was 
being manufactured when the explosion oc- 
curred. A portion of the brick wall was 
destroyed and the plant was partially 
wrecked. Repairs cannot be Xompleted, it 
is said, before next Saturday. 

Aeronauts at the World’s Fair are ask- 
ing each other: “What strange Nemesis is 
this that follows us? When we are about 
ready to fiy, instruments completed, hopes 
buoyant, weather fay orable, why is it that 
something inevitably occurs to prevent our 
departure?”’ 

Today they were to again undertake to 
fly. The Exposition man: igement ha® ex- 
tended the time limit for the contest for 
a $100.000 prize to be paid to the aeronaut 
who reached Washington, D. C., in a speci- 
fied time, to Oct. 31. Their machines were 
in all readiness and only a clear day was 
needed for the flights. 

Now, as a result of the explosion, con- 
servative estimates ,splace the time in which 
the plant can be repaired at from five td 
six days.

The present population of the country is certainly not over 
82,000,000. The expenses of federal administration for the fisca] 
year 1904 are shown by the reports of the treasury to be 
$582,559 ,08C. 

Putting population at 81,867,000, this makes the cost of the 
fedcral government $7.14 on every man, woman and child in the 
country.

The total expense is more than double that of any year 
between 1580 and. 1888. 

As the population has increased, however, it is the rate per 
head of population which shows how the treasury is now 
leaking. It is a dollar and seven cents higher per head for 
1904 than it was for 1898; two dollars and four cents higher 
than for 1897 and two dollars and ninety-two cents higher than 
it was for 1886.

NEW YORK WORLD EDITORIAL TODAY 


MR. ROOT EVADES THE ISSUES. 

When a great lawyer perceives taat his client has a weak case ,he proceeds to 
befog the issue and muddle the jury. 

This is what Elihu Root did in his brilliant speech at Buffalo, 

“My client may or may not be guilty,” says Mr. Root in effect, “but wuy 
should we discuss that question when we wish to prove that this complaining 
witness, the Democratic party, has no guiding principles and no sincerity of profession 
and nas had none since 1856?” 

If the campaign were to be threshed out on the question of political consistency, 
quite as many perplexing questions might be asked of the Republicans as Mr. 
Root asks of the Democrats. If he is determined to go back to 1860, he might 
compare the Republican platform denunciation of the “reckless extravagance” of 
the Buchanan administration with its present silence about tae Roosevelt expendi- 
tures. In 1860 the per capita expenses were only $2.10 against $7.14 in 1903. The 
entire cost of the federal government was about half what Mr. Roosevelt is now 
spending on a standing army. 

Cr Mr. Root might compare his party’s denunciation of the Democratic adminis- 
tration in 1888 for “its efforts to demonetize silver” with the Republican demand for 
bimetallism and with its present attitude toward the gold standard. 

Or he might compare its denunciations of the political power of the Mormon 
Church as “a menace to free institutions” witha its present alliance with the 
Mormon Church in Utah and Idaho. 

Or he might compare his party’s denunciation of the Ostend: manifesto as 
“the bighwayman’s’' plea” that “might makes right” with the present administra- 
tion’s Panama policy. 

Or he might read in the Republican platform of 1868 how “we recognize the great 
principles laid down in the Declaration of Independence as the true foundation of 
Democratic government” and compare it with his party’s Philippine policy. 

Or he might read what his party had to say in 1876 about swift punishment 
for these who betray official trust and compare it with the refusal of a Repub- 
lican Congress to investigate the postoffice scandals. 

Or he might compare his party’s denunciation in 1896 of the Democratic repeal 
of the reciprocity acts with its present attitude toward reciprocity. 

If he did this he would find that the issue of political consistency was by no 
means one-sided. 

But if he wishes to make governmental potency the issue, as he intimates 
by a reference to Mr. Cleveland, he is on equally shifting ground. Mr. Cleveland 
forced the repeal of the Republican Sherman law which had brought on the panic 
of 1893, and he saved the national credit.

Some 4000 women in Germany are now 
engaged, in the government telephone 
service, The pay is not high and the con- 
ditions are rigid, but the hours are light 
and the salary ($357 a year) offers a com- 
fortable living.

DEBT AMOUNTING TO $100,000 


Two Syndicates Said to Be Consider- 
ing Purchase—Fair Grounds Own- 
ers Suggested as Possible Buyers. 


The fate of Union track probably will 
be settld within a few days. The plant is 
new in the hands of Receiver John M. 
Wood, who has his report ready and proba- 
bly submit & to Judge Walter B. Doug- 
las next Thursday.

According to report, a syndicate com- 
posed of Barney Schreiber, Ed Corrigan 
and John W. Schorr has been formed to 
nurchase the plant form the stockholders, 
Several stockholders have been asked to 
sell their holdings for 40 per cent of the 
pur vaiue of their stock. The principal 
creditors of the Unton Club are its stock- 
holders, who advanced the cash to carry on 
the iast spring's turf war and went se- 
curity for the money advanced by the 
banks, which now hold mortgages on the 
property. The tndebtedness of the club 
amounts to something like $100,000. One 
stockholder stated this morning that it 
would take about 62 per cent of the face 
value of his stock to get him out even. 

Another syndicate from the Bast has 
also been dickering for the plant, or at 
least had W. J. Arkell here some weeks 
ago to make an investigation of the prop- 
erty. Arkell represented himself to 
able to interest a syndicate of Basterners 
in the track and he also talked of gettin 
local financial aid, but nobody here ouapll 
to invest and Mr. Arkell soon left &t.

Lesson 2. 
THE POSITION. 

One of the most important lemets of good 

boxing and one that is necessarily the foun- 
dation of all fast work with the gloves is 
the boxing attitude or position. Th impor- 
tance of a corréct position cannot be over- 
estimated, as all later instruction is ham- 
pered if this basic principal is not first thor- 
oughly learned. 
If you watch a boxing class at work or a 
number of your friends engaged in a series 
of friendly bouts you will see that no two 
men assume exactly the same position 
when facing their opponents. 

This is as inevitable as the fact that no 
two men write the sam hand. No matter 
if a dozen men have been taught the same 
ring position, by the time all of them have 
learned to box they will assume twelve 
different positions when they face each 
other. Each man will inevitably work his 
own personality into his boxing position 
and adopt the attitude that favors the pe- 
culiarities of his physical build or style 
of defense and attack. 

But in all of these various attitudes, one 
primary end is worked for—an easy and 
graceful poise. The weight of your body is 
so balanced that you can move quickly in 
anw direction is thé basis of footwork, 
which is one of the most Important ele- 
ments of boxing. Through mastery of that 
branch of the game many of the greatest 
fighters have been enable to give away 
muny pounds to opponents and beat them 
through agility and generalship. The grace- 
ful carriage of devotees of sparring is al- 
most entirely due to long practice in rapid 
inanipulation of the legs and feet. 

The position of the feet is governed 
largely by the length of leg. The feet 
should be from 10 to 20 inches apart, 
with the left advanced and the toe point- 
ing straight out toward Es opponent's 
left. This foot should be flat on the 
floor. The right should be directly be- 
hind the heel of the left and across it at 
an angle of somewhat more than 45 de- 


The important point is that the 
be equally divided between the 
two feet. 

The exact distance apart at which to 
place your feet must be governed by 
your own judgment. If they are too 
close together you cannot maintain your 
balance before even a slight blow and 
if they are too far apart. the leg-muscles 
become cramped and you will find .t aif- 
ficult to move in quickly for a blow or 
to move away or to one side of an op- 
ponent’s rush. 

Now for the hands: The left hand is, 
of course. the main reliance of the box- 
er. Four-fifths of the losting is done 
with this hand and to get it in a posi-

The arm should be crooked at the elbow 
and the distance of the latter from the 
body is governed by the length of the 
arm. The palm should be turned slightly 
up so that the blow will land squarely 
On the knuckles. The left should be 
worked freely, avoiding a stiffening or 
setting of the arm-muscles. 


The right arm should be bent at the el- 
bow over the short ribs, the forearm 
across the heart and the fist covering 
the heart region. The right shoulder 
should be depressed several inches be- 
low the line of the left. 

Broken and sprained fingers are fre- 
quently the result of ignorance of the prop- 
er method of clenching the fist, and it {s 
surprising how money boxers overlook this 
important point. n closing the fist 
bring the tips of the fingers well over 
the palm and the thumb over the index 
finger, below the line of the four middle 
knuckles, so that thumb joint is not ex- 
posed to contact with the opponent's guard 
when a blow is blocked, or the hard bones 
‘of his head when it lands. Never hit with 
a loose hand, and, no matter how lightly 
you are sparring, always have the fist 
tightly clenched when the blow lands.

The whole body 
should be carried with a loose, easy swing
